Castro Must Be Stopped

THE Castro government of Cuba now has stized four 
American-owned properties, three sugar mills and a rail- 
road. Its so-called “intervention” of these properties is 
_the prelude to outright nationalization. 


Under present Cuban law, the government can repay 
the American investors with 20-year bonds at 41% per 
cent; bonds which no doubt will be worthless. 


This is only the latest of indignities heaped upon the 
United States government and American citizens by this 
Communist-led, Communist-controlled government in- 
stalled just 90 miles from our coast. Our government 
has been falsely accused of bombing Cuban cities and 
cane fields, of exploiting the Cuban people, of blowing up 
an ammunition ship, of every sort of heinous crime Cas- 
tro and his Red henchmen can think up. We have been 
> laughed at, and threatened by this pipsqueak 

or. 


YET THE Eisenhower administration still stands help- 
lessly by, looking like a big fat and sloppy Uncle Sam 
while these attacks and depredations against us and our 
people continue. Our country. has been made to look 
like a cowardly fool who can be abused and kicked at 
by any little bully boy who happens in the neighbor- 
hood. 

It is clear that it will not be long before Castro, en- 
couraged by the pusillanimous and inept policies of the 
President and secretary of state, will demand the ouster 
of the U.S. naval base at Guantanamo Bay. At the same 
time Castro is certain to go even farther along the dan- 
gerous road of Soviet-Cuban political, diplomatic, and 
even military co-operation. 

Soviet diplomats are experts on secret international 
agreements, and a Soviet-Cuban “friendship” pact could 
well have been signed during the recent Havana visit 
of Soviet Deputy Premier Mikoyan. 


The Soviet-Cuban partnership is a direct violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine, which has been successful for over 
100 years in keeping foreign domination away from this 
hemisphere. It is a direct threat to the military security 
of this country. 


Should we lose our base at Guantanamo, and should 
Soviet-Cuban military co-operation even closer, 
Russia might well get the use of a fully equipped naval 
base right under the shadow of our shores. 


If the government of the United States permits this 
situation to déteriorate any further, the consequences 
will be the seizure of American property all over Latin 
America. 


Who will be next? The left-wing governments in Co- 
lombia and Venezuela are just waiting to see whether 
Castro can succeed before taking their turn at making 
the eagle squeak. 

If Castro gets away with his insults, his seizures of 
American property, his ousting of American business 
from Cuba, it will be only a matter of time before Vene- 
zuela and Colombia follow by seizing American oil, 
which constitutes one of the largest oi] reserves in the 
world, mostly developed by American investors. 


IT IS LONG past time for the President to get up off 
his easy chair and take a stand against this bushfaced dic- 
tator. 

His very first move should be to reinforce the Ameri- 
can naval base at Guantanamo with United States Ma- 
rines. 

Second, he should tell Castro in plain words that the 
United States will look upon any Cuban “co-operation” 
agreement with the Soviet Union as a direct threat to 
the security of the United States and will take any 
necessary Moyes, to prevent it. 

He should make it clear that this government will use 
all economic or political measures in its power, and mili- 
tary measures, if necessary, to insure the rights of 
American citizens in Cuba or American investors in Cuba. 


Diplomatic relations with the Cuban government 
should be severed until the demands of American security 
are fulfilled. At the same time, subsidy payments on 
sugar to the Castro government should be abolished 
forthwith. 

This is a real and present danger to the people of 
the United States. It should be met with firmness and 
speed. Appeals to the Organization of American States 
.for intervention are as fruitless as ‘the Hungarian ap- 
peals to the U.N. for help. 

But we need no help. We have the power. The danger 
exists. It must be met and met now—before it is too 
late.

“BOLT” THREAT

WASHINGTON--Sen, Lyndon Johnson's “image makers” have 
failed badly in their effort to transpose the Texas lawmaker into 
a certified, card-carrying “Western” liberal, More than that, 





has cost him much needed support below the Mason-Dixon Line. 

The new Johnson “image,” unveiled at the recent meeting of 
Western Democrats in Albuquerque, New Mexico, failed to im~- 
press the party’s liberal wing. California’s national committee- 
man, Paul Ziffren, speaking for many, said flatly that Johnson 
was “unacceptable.”* Former Sen, Earle Clements, directing 
the Johnson campaign for border and Northern support, reported 
back to the Texan that he had picked up only one Western dele- 
gate, Equally distressing were reports that both Hubert Humphrey 
and Jack Kennedy had received firm promises of campaign aid. 

Johnson’s drive for Northern and Western support, at the ex- 
pense of the South, has served to revive Southern talk of a con- 
vention “*bolt,"* William Colmer, key Mississippi Democrat, 
reports Johnson’s Southern backing at an all-time low. 

Leading Senate Southerners like Richard Russell and Strom 
Thurmond have become increasingly disenchanted as Johnson 
tries to railroad through a Civil Rights bill, Southern leaders | 
close w the grass roots, like Gov, Ross Barnett of Mississippi, 
talk of “total mobilization” of Southern political forces before 
the convention, 

Others like James Gray, Georgia Democratic chief, declare 
Johnson cannot expect Southern support, Democratic leaders 
in that state, at least, appear to be in complete accord with Gray. | 

While Gray’s position is more extreme than that of most | 
Southern politicos, there is no doubt that Johnson is finding it | 
increasingly difficult to cultivate both the Northern and Southern | 
supporters he needs for the nomination, Whether Johnson, 
superb tactician that he is, can get the South back in line is

Fo SEVERAL YEARS, as Senator Lyndon B. Johnson's 
fever chart of ambition zig-zagged upward, this journal 
recorded ever-widening variations in the native Texan's record 
on national issues.

Meanwhile, back home, where 
Johnson previously has worn at worst 
the cloak of “least objectionable” 
among party aspirants, reaction came 
quickly, pointedly. A sampling of 
Southern sentiment appears to be 
timely. Comments, largely, range from 
bitterness to scorn; and in isolated in- 
stances, approval. 

First off as spokesman for South- 
ern senators was Georgia's Richard B. 
Russell, who grilled Johnson's maneu- 
ver as “a lynching of legislative pro- 
cess” and “a political carnival,” ac- 
cused the Texan of being leader of a 
plot to sandbag the South. “We 
(Southerners) are the only minority 
that evervbody thinks should not have 
any rights at all!” challenged the vet- 
eran Georgian. Senator John Stennis (D-Miss.) labeled force 
action as “a disgrace to the Senate,” a position roundly ap- 
plauded and supported by all Southern senators except Ralph 
Yarborough (D-Texas), who bows when Johnson beckons. 

Southern editors showed little inclination to temporize. 
Said Nashville Banner: “on this ‘civil rights’ foray . . . even 
such needlers-in-chief as Paul Douglas of Illinois and Jacob 
Javits of New York, have brought to bear nothing resembling 
a majority sentiment for rupture of state authority. . . . To 
this tricky conglomeration, Johnson added his own carpetbag 
touch in the maneuver that undercut Southern colleagues who 
trusted him. . . . He made his bed and Southern Democrats 
will not lie in it with him.” From Jackson, Miss. Daily News:

All wasn't — for lanky 
Lyndon, however. From an expected 
and Lg se Southern source, 
Atlanta Constitution integrationist ed- 
itor Ralph McGill sometimes hence 
had brushed the soil of the common 
man off Johnson's fiving coattails, 
glowingly referred to him as “no cot- 
ton-picker, he.” Now mixer McGill 
was a prime apologist for Johnson's 
“pledge keeping,” sour-graped that

Johnson’s efforts to please first one, placate another fac- 
tion bid fair at one time to place him near the front at Los 
Angeles.

and there are no Nike missile batteries guarding the Canal, 
only conventional anti-aircraft guns which, according to McGaffin, 
*“‘would be about as effective against modern jet planes as pea 
shooters." Further, our radar warning system guarding the 
Panama Canal is so inadequate that it reportedly would provide 
only six minutes notice of a jet air attack, 

These facts become frightening, indeed, in view of Commun- 
ist MIG*s and launching sites which have now been established 
by the Reds in Cuba, whose avowed goal is the destruction of the 
Panama Canal.

Navy, on orders “from topside” has just introduced a new policy

classified all information on soundings deeper than 1,800 feet, 
and is giving the Soviet Union information extremely valdable 
to Red submarines searching for missile launching sites off the 
coast of the United States, With, this information in hand, Soviet 
submarines will be able to move with stealthy security around the 
coastline of our nation and escape detection from our present 
warning system, 

During the years following World War Il, and until Commun- 
ist spies stole our atom bomb secrets, the inhabitants of this 
world knew true peace for the first time in hundreds of years, 
because America,-a peaceful nation, held in its hands sole con- 
trol of the atom bomb, which acted asa deterrent to World War Ill, 

Now, however, President Eisenhower, in his ded approach 
to world peace, is trying in two ways to deprive the United States 
of its main weapon of defense, the atom’ bomb, First, hé proposes 
to outlaw or ban the atom bomb by making an agreement with 
the Soviets--which, of course, the Soviets will not keep, Failing 
that, Mr, Eisenhower proposes to convince the American people 
that we are in such dire economic straits that we cannot afford 
to keep up our defenses, For example, in a recent press con- 
ference, Eisenhower came up with the most fantastic proposal 
yet in his “economy” crusade, Here are Eisenhower's words: 
**] am of the belief that if you could have now a ban on all (nuclear 
tests) testing that everybody could have confidence in, it would 
be a very, very fine thing to stop this, for this very reason, if 
no other: It is a very expensive business, to begin with, The 
very first bomb we produced I think cost America $2,000,000,000 
or more before we ever, ever had the very first one, And since 
that time I don’t believe that our--although you'd have to look 
this up--but | think our appropriations have never been below 
$2,000,000 a year, So it is an expensive business."’ 

In other words, Mr. Eisenhower thinks nothing of spending 
billions of tax dollars on Foreign Aid for Socialist-Communist 
countries, but apparently considers the atom bomb, America’s 
main national defense weapon, a luxury that this nation cannot 
afford, 

Of course, all this talk about reducing our national defense in 
the interest of ‘economy’ is pure eyewash.

(Editor’s nove: Below are excerpts from a speech made by 
Senator Barry Goldwater of Arizona on March 15, 1960 on the 
floor of the U, S, Senate, This newspaper believes that Sen, 
Goldwater*s speech on Foreign Policy, as it affects the very sur- 
vival of this nation, is one of the truly historic speeches of this 
decade. THE INDEPENDENT AMERICAN believes that Sen, 
Goldwater’s views on Foreign Policy can be wholeheartedly sup- 
ported by all Conservatives throughout the land.) 


After the Second World War, we were not only master of our 
own destiny; we were master of the world. With a monopoly of 
atomic weapons, and with a conventional military establishment 
superior to any in the world, America was--in relative and ab- 
solute terms~--the most powerful Nation the world had ever known, 
American freedom was as secure as at any time in our history, 

Now, a decade afd a haif later, we have come full circle and 
our national existence is once again threatened as it was in the 
early days of the Republic. Though we are st‘ll strong physically, 
we are in clear and imminent danger of being overwhelmed by 
alien forces, We are confronted by a revolutionary world move- 
ment that possesses not only the will to dominate absolutely every 
square mile of the globe, but increasingly the capacity to do 


so: a military power that rivals our own, political warfare, and ! 


propaganda skills that are superior to ours, an international 
fifth column that operates conspiratorially in the heart of our de- 
fenses, an ideology that imbues its adherents with a sense of 
historical mission; and all of these resources controlled by a 
ruthless despotism that brooks no deviation from the revolu- 
tionary course, This threat, moreover, is growing day by day.

COMMUNISTS AIM IS WORLD CONQUEST 

I hesitate to restate the obvious--to say again what has been 
said so many times before by so many others: That the Commu- 
mists* aim is to conquer the world, I repeat it because,,., ery 
few of us have believed it, If we had, our entire approach to 
foreign policy over the past 14 years would have been radically 
different, and the course of world events radically changed, 


WE SEEK PEACE -- REDS SEEK VICTORY 

If any enemy power is bent on conquering you, and proposes to 
turn all of his resources to that end, he is at war with you; and 
you--unless you contemplate surrender--are at war with him. 
Moreover--unless you contemplate treason--your objective, like 
his, will be victory, Not peace, but victoryl,.,.It is clear that 
our leaders have not made victory the goal of American pol- 
icy.... 

Our avowed national objective is peace,... We have sought 
settlements, while the Communists seek victories, We have 
tried to pacify the world. The Communists mean to own it.... 

Peace, to be sure, is a proper goal for American policy--as 
long as it is understood that peace is not all we seek. For we do 
not want the peace of surrender.... 


NOTHING TO GAIN -- EVERYTHING TO LOSE! 

The world is waiting for another round of diplomatic con- 
ferences between East and West. A full-scale summit meeting 
is scheduled for spring; later on, President Eisenhower and 
Premier Khrushchev will have further talks in the Soviet Un- 
ion,...Every conference between East and West deals with some 
territory or some right belonging to the free world which the 
Communists covet, Conversely, since the free world does not 
seek the liberation of. Communist territory, the possibility of: 
Communist concessions never arises. However, one time the 
West DID attempt to use the conference table for positive gain, 
At Geneva, in 1955, President Eisenhower told the Soviets he 
wanted to discuss the status of the satellite nations of Eastern 
Europe.

Thé United Nations, we must remember, is in part a Com- 
munist organization,: The Communists always have at least 
one seat in its major policymaking body, the Security Coun- 
cil; and the Soviet Union*’s permanent veto power in that body 
allows the Kremlin to block any action, on a substantial issue, 
that is contrary to its interests, The Communists also have 
a sizable membership in the U.N,"s other policymaking body, 
the General Assembly.

2—In the 86th Congress, first session, vote 
number 135, to repeal the loyalty provisions of the 
Defense Education Act.

THERE IS NO QUESTION about the ac- 
curacy of - editorial, in -your 
16 issue, on ‘voting record of Senator 
Kennedy. Actually, even though neither 
you nor Governor Powell did say so, there 
is no question, about Senator Kennedy’s 
having gone out of his way to support Com- 
munist objectives, or that a much strong- 
er case for Kennedy’s “playing ball with” 
the Communists could be made out than 
you have presented here. 

But despite all of that it seems to me 
you have laid yourself wide open for some

completely true, as both Kennedy and Nix- 
on well knew. But you will note that Ken- 
nedy also well knew, at once, that Nixon 
would repudiate and vitiate the charge. 

For Nixon’s Own record of being “soft 
on Communism,” although easier to dis- 
guise for the American people while be- 
ing perfectly obvious to the Communists 
themselves — because of the nature of his 
position, and the kind of press he has had 
—has actually been considerably worse 
than Kennedy’s, and that is saying a lot!!

SIGN PARTY LOYALTY OATH OR NO SEATS 





Speaking Sunday in Walter Reuther’s bail- 
Iwick, Democratic National Chairman Paul 
M. Butler served notice on.Southern Demo- 
trats that he plans to steal their votes at Los 
Angeles if they don’t stay in line. 

-Mr. Butler invited radical Democrats in 
the South to send rival delegations to the 
national convention to challenge Democratic 

delegations that won’t swear in advance they 
will support the party’s national nominees. 
He encouraged phony delegations to show up 
at Los Angeles, ‘with the promise that recog- 
nition will be theirs if legitimate and official 
state party representatives disobey the orders 
of the Reuther-Butler-Eleanor Roosevelt 
crowd. 

Not only does Mr. Butler demand that the 
Southerners swear complete party loyalty, 
but he wants it in writing before they are 
seated.

Some states already appear to be disquali- 
fied under the Butler edict. Mr. Butler said 
that any state that waits until the national 
party nominees are chosen before agreeing to 
support them will be ineligible to take part 
in the convention. Inasmuch as the state 
convention of the South Carolina Democratic 
Party has recessed until after the convention, 
it could be said that Palmetto State Demo- 
crats have broken the Butler rule. 

Even the most confirmed “in the bag” 
South Carolina Democrat will find it hard to 
‘swallow Butler’s statement. Party regulars 
may find themselves competing for party ap- 
proval with a delegation made up of inte- 
grationists and stool pigeons of the NAACP 
and other radical organizations.

Despite Speaker Sam Rayburn’s state-

4—In the 84th Congress, vote number 224, 
Mutual Security Appropriations, 1957. Senator 
Knowland offered a motion to suspend the rules 
so as to permit a vote on an amendment barring 
the use of funds for military aid to Yugoslavia. It 
was rejected 59 to 33 (two-thirds vote is required 
for approval.) 

In other words, Kennedy's vote allowed the 
continuation of military aid to Communist Yugo- 
slavia. 

5—In the 84th Congress, vote number 224, 
again the Mutual Security Appropriations for 1957. 
Senator Knowland again offered a modified 
amendment barring use of funds for military aid or 
equipment to Yugoslavia. This time the amend- 
ment passed, 50 to 42, but Kennedy again voted 
against the amendment and in favor of military 
aid for Communist Yugoslavia. 

6—In the 85th Congress, vote number 143, 
Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance 
Act Extension. This was an amendment by Sen- 
ator Jenner, barring from trade under the bill any 
nation that has indicated it wil] support any Com- 
munist government in hostilities against the United 
States. This was rejected 24 to 53, Senator Ken- 
nedy voting against it. 

7—In the 85th Congress, vote number 192. 
This was the Mutual Security Act of 1958. Senator 
Bridges offered an amendment barring aid to 
Yugoslavia or Poland 60 days after enactment. 
This was turned down by a vote of 54 to 22, Sen- 
ator Kennedy voted against, thereby helping to kill 
the amendment and thus continuing aid to Com- 
munist Yugoslavia and Communist Poland. 

8—MAY 23, 1958, FOREIGN AID PRO- 
GRAM (AUTHORIZATION). SENATOR KEN- 
NEDY OFFERED AN AMENDMENT REWRIT- 
ING THE BATTLE ACT TO MAKE IT EASIER 
TO PROVIDE AID TO SUCH RED SATELLITES 
AS POLAND, HUNGARY AND CZECHOSLOVA.- 
KIA. IT WAS APPROVED BY A VOICE VOTE. 
THE AMENDMENT KEPT THE OLD BATTLE 
ACT RESTRICTIONS ON ONLY THREE NA- 
TIONS, SOVIET RUSSIA, COMMUNIST CHINA 
AND NORTH KOREA. 

THIS ALLOWED THE SHIPMENT OF 
MANY STRATEGIC MATERIALS TO COMMU-

Census in 1920, However, there 

was one loophole in the 1924 
immigration laws: no limitation 
was placed on the number of 
immigrants who could enter 

the United States from Canada 

and from independent Latin Am- 

erican countries, (Further in 

this article, we will discuss 

how Communists are taking ad- 

vantage of this loophole), The 

purpose of this National Origins 

Quota System was to assure 

that as America’s population 

increased, the basic character 

of our people and the Constitu- 
tional principles established by 

our Founding Fathers would re- 

main the same, thus preventing 

our country from being over- 

run by a foreign element which 

might seek to impose “Old- 

World” philosophies on ourna- 

tion, 

The New Deal era which came 
into power in 1933 with the in- 
auguration of Franklin D, 
Roosevelt, was characterizedat 
its outset by diplomatic recog- 
nition of the Communist govern- 
ment of Soviet Russia, The New 
Deal marked .the beginning of 
the eraof “*government by pres- 
sure groups", groups repre- 
senting minority blocs whose 
votes were needed by New Deal 
politicians in order to gain 
office and remain in power, 
Records of our Congressional 
investigating committees re- 
veal that since 1933 many of 
the pressure groups actively 
lobbying against our immigra- 
tion laws are Communist-con- 
trolled, Under their pressure, 
safeguards protecting our 
immigration policies were re- 
laxed, Government policies 
during World War I allowed 
millions of aliens to enter and 
remain in the United States 
illegally. :

Yet, in the years since 1952, 
the admission of immigrants in- 
to the United States has far 
exceeded the limitations set by 
the Walter-McCarran Act, As 
recently pointed out by HUMAN 








EVENTS, the United States has: 


admitted about one million dis- 
Placed persons and refugees 
since World War Il, more than 
twice aS many as any other 
country. In addition, it has been 
estimated that around 3,000,000 
‘aliens, unable to gain legal ad- 
mittance to the United States, 
have circumvented our laws by 
‘first entering Canada and La- 
tin America, and then crossing 
our borders illegally from those 
neighboring countries, We have 


' been so inundated with refugees 


that it has become almost im- 
possible to maintain proper se- 
curity provisions, Further, it 
has, been estimated that 30% 
to 40% of the displaced per- 
sons coming to the United States 
would normally be ineligible or 
have subversive or criminal 


These displaced persons, now 
residing in America, areadding 
their voices to the minority bloc 
pressure groups demanding re- 
vision of our immigration laws, 

The question is: Shall we re- 
tain immigration policies in 
keeping with the principles of 
our Founding Fathers?

The National Defense Educa- 
tion Act, passed by Congress 
in September, 1958, opens with 
an impressive recital of pur- 
pose, “The security of the Na- 
tion,*’ says the act, “requires 
the fullest development of the 
mental resources and techni- 
cal skills of its young men and 
women,”* Indeed, national de- 
fense “‘depends upon the mas- 
tery of modern techniques de- 
veloped from complex scienti- 
fic principles."* It is impera- 
tive, says the act, that a great 
proportion of our population be 
educated “‘in science, mathe- 


matics, and foreign languages, 


and trained in technology.”* 

Title IV of the act provides 
for 1,500 ‘‘national defense 
fellowships** to be awarded to 
graduate students each year, 
These stipends eee 
$2,000 to $2,400, plus for 
each of the student*’s depen- 
dents, 

The other day, a reporter for 
HUMAN EVENTS went around to 
the United States Office of Edu- 
cation to inquire about these
